T HE ENROLLMENT of the 
Alabama Polytechnic Insti¬ 
tute in resident teaching, ex¬ 
tension teaching, and services render¬ 
ed in all parts of the State totals 
73,286 for the year 1930-31. The 
total enrollment in resident teaching 
is 4,216, of which number 1,900 are 
students at Auburn and enrolled for 
the regular term of nine months. 

These figures were revealed by a 
tabulated statement on enrollment 
released from the office of President 
Bradford Knapp, which stated that 
all figures show large increases. 

Figures on resident teaching in¬ 
clude, in addition to the 1,900 regu¬ 
lar students the following numbers: 
the summer session, 1,191; short 
course for 4-H club girls, 147; short 
course for farm men and women, 
818; meter school for public service 
men, 115; and a short course for 
veterinarians, 45—making a total of 
4,216. 

In extension work 915 persons are 
enrolled in extension teaching courses 
and in correspondence study; more 
than 30,000 farms are reached 
through extension work in agriculture 
and home economics; 9,535 women 
are enrolled in home demonstration 
clubs; and 28,620 white boys and girls 
are enrolled in 4-H club work, mak¬ 
ing a total extension enrollment of 
69,070. This added to the resident 
teaching figure of 4,216 gives a total 
enrollment for Auburn of 73,286. 

Extension Division 

O DATE 1,815 students have en¬ 
rolled for the regular nine- 
months term at Auburn. Before 
the end of the year this figure is al¬ 
most certain to pass the 1,900 mark, 
as approximately 100 new students 
entered for the second term last year. 

In announcing enrollment Dr. 
Knapp explained that Auburn does 
two types of work in education. “This 
institution not only gives resident in¬ 
struction to various groups attending

Auburn, but through its extension di¬ 
visions also renders educational ser¬ 
vice to groups living in nearly all 
parts of Alabama who are unable to 
come to Auburn,” he said. 

With the figures, Dr. Knapp issued 
a statement which gives interesting 
facts regarding the enrollment. His 
statement follows: “Auburn now has 
the largest student body in its his¬ 
tory. The freshman class for the 
fall semester is larger than the total 
freshman enrollment for last year, 
which included new students enter¬ 
ing the second semester in January. 

“The enrollment for both semesters 
last year for the regular term was 
1,797. This year that figure will 
reach or pass the 1,900 mark. There 
are already 580 freshmen with those 
who enter the second semester still 
to be added. Last year there were 
540 freshmen at this time and 573 
at the end of the year. 

Marked Increases 

“The increases have been conspicu¬ 
ous in agriculture, engineering, chem¬ 
istry, home economics, and veterin¬ 
ary science. Auburn is proud of her 
school of engineering. Counting 
chemical, textile, architectural, civil, 
highway, electrical, mechanical, and 
aeronautical engineering, there are 
more than 800 students in Auburn 
studying engineering subjects. This 
makes it the largest engineering 
school in Alabama by several hun¬ 
dred. 

“Those registered for regular 
courses in chemistry and chemical en¬ 
gineering total 147 for the fall se¬ 
mester. This is a very healthy and 
fine increase over last year, and 
makes Auburn the largest school of 
chemistry and chemical engineering 
in Alabama if not in the South. 

“Students of this institution come 
largely from Alabama. The number 
enrolled from Alabama last year was 
90 per cent of the total student body. 


“Auburn’s summer school the past 
summer was the largest on record 
with a net enrollment of 1,190, which 
compares with 1,061 for the summer 
of 1929. In May, 147 4-H club girls 
came to Auburn for a three-day 
short course. In July and early Au¬ 
gust, 818 farmers and farm women 
were in Auburn for a week taking 
short course work. In addition, 1,200 
club members came to Auburn for 
short course study. Besides this, the 
Farm Bureau meeting was held at 
Auburn and was attended by approxi¬ 
mately 1,200. 

Extension Teaching 

“In general extension teaching 
work, similar to that of other insti¬ 
tutions, the enrollment at present is 
915. Enrollments in this division are 
being recorded daily and the figures 
are conservative estimates. 

“Extension work in agriculture and 
home economics, which is a regular 
and definite organization in Alabama 
as in every other state of the nation, 
enrolls and gives definite, practical 
instruction on thousands of farms, in 
homes, and with 4-H club boys and 
girls. 

“The enrollment in these enter¬ 
prises is difficult to ascertain, be¬ 
cause it is constantly changing. If 
you take every single demonstration 
carried on on a farm we would have 
had 135,022 farm demonstrations in 
the past year. The total number of 
farms reached by regular instruction 
by county agents is conservatively es¬ 
timated to be close to 30,000. Thirty- 
one thousand farms participated in 
the demonstrations in the cooperative 
shipping of poultry and we therefore 
think the figure of 30,000 is conserva¬ 
tive. The number of farm women 
definitely enrolled and receiving reg¬ 
ular instruction from county home 
demonstration agents is 9,535. There 
are 10,561 white girls, and 18,059 
white boys enrolled in 4-H club work 
conducted by Auburn.”

A LIFE-SIZED 
oil painting 
of Dean John 
Jenkins Wilmore of 
the college of engi¬ 
neering was unveiled 
Monday evening, No¬ 
vember 3, with fitting 
ceremonies in the 
Alumni Gymnasium. 

“The painting of 
the portrait was made 
possible by engineering 
students to do honor to 
Dean Wilmore who has 
rendered Auburn and Ala¬ 
bama 42 years of con¬ 
structive and unselfish 
service,” said R. F. Ham, 
of Cottonton, senior stu¬ 
dent and president of Tau 
Beta Pi, national honorary 
engineering fraternity, 
which sponsored the move¬ 
ment to hang the por¬ 
trait. “All students in en¬ 
gineering contributed to 
the production of the 
painting through the En¬ 
gineer’s Club, of which 
they are members.” 

Dean Since 1907 

“This means,” he con¬ 
tinued, “that Dean Wil¬ 
more, who has been at the 
head of Auburn’s school 
of engineering since 1907, 
holds not only the admira¬ 
tion and respect of his stu¬ 
dents, but has those rare 
qualities of personality 
that have caused his stu¬ 
dents to consider him 
their friend and erect this 
painting as a token of 
their appreciation.” 

The painting was done in Auburn 
by a member of the Auburn faculty. 
Roy Harvard Staples, instructor in 
applied art of the school of architec¬ 
ture and allied arts, is, the artist. 
Staples is a graduate of Massachu¬ 
setts School of Art and has studied 
under Wilbur Dean Hamilton of 
Boston, Mass., noted portrait artist. 
Mr. Staples has been on the Auburn 
faculty since 1928. 


Prof. McKinnon Presides 

P ROF. J. C. McKINNON, member 
of Tau Beta Pi, honorary en¬ 
gineering fraternity which sponsored 
the movement, presided over the pre¬ 
sentation ceremonies. 

R. F. Ham, president of Tau Beta 
Pi, as first speaker told briefly of the 
work of that organization in sponsor¬ 
ing the painting of the portrait. Fol¬ 
lowing Ham, Prof. C. A. Baughman 


gave a short talk on Dean Wilmore’s 
character, mentioning his keen sense 
of humor. 

Prof. Roy H. Staples also address¬ 
ed the audience telling about the 
painting of the portrait and its dif¬ 
ficulties. He said that the sittings for 
the painting, which took over forty 
hours, were distributed over a month, 
many days of which were exceed¬ 
ingly uncomfortable due to the heat. 
Before starting to make the painting 


a suitable frame had to be selected to 
match the one on the portrait of 
Erskine Ramsay, now hanging in the 
Ramsay Engineering Building. Hav¬ 
ing selected the frame, it was neces¬ 
sary to make the painting to fit it. 
Continuing, Professor Staples told 
what a pleasure it had been to help 
in making such a worthy contribution. 

Accepted by Dr. Knapp 

Professor McKinnon then present¬ 
ed the portrait of the 
Dean to Dr. Knapp who 
graciously accepted the 
same in his own behalf 
and that of the faculty and 
students of Auburn. Dr. 
Knapp said that this con¬ 
tribution by the students 
was indeed a “beaugeste.” 
However, he continued, 
“We get out of anything 
just what we put into it. 
No remarks could possibly 
be made which would just¬ 
ly compensate Dean Wil¬ 
more for his work at Au¬ 
burn.” Dr. Knapp fur¬ 
ther stated that the in¬ 
scription on the bronze 
tablet which is to accom¬ 
pany the portrait contain¬ 
ed a phrase truly descrip¬ 
tive of him: “Faithful 
Friend—Wise Counsel¬ 

lor.” 

John J. Wilmore, who 
has been connected with 
Auburn for forty-two years 
and Dean of the School of 
Engineering since 1907, 
thanked the faculty and 
students for their kind¬ 
ness and thoughtfulness 
and further expressed his 
gratitude by saying that 
this would undoubtedly prove to be 
the peak of his career. 

The portrait with the bronze in¬ 
scription is to be placed in the read¬ 
ing room of Ramsay Engineering 
Building:

The Auburn band participated in 
the exercises, playing selections dur¬ 
ing the review, and “America” and 
the “Star Spangled Banner” during 
the dedication ceremony. 

Salute of 17 Guns 

Preceding the review Governor 
Graves was greeted with the Gover¬ 
nor^ salute of 17 guns fired by an 
Auburn battery of 75’s. 

This was the last Auburn military 
exercise at which Governor Graves 
will officiate during his term of of¬ 
fice. He has shown keen interest in 
the Auburn cadets, having reviewed 
them twice annually. He has been 
present each year on Washington’s 
birthday and has also officiated at 
graduation exercises, presenting sen¬ 
ior cadets with commissions as

Governor and Mrs. Graves arrived 
in Auburn Friday, and were guests 
of Dr. and Mrs. Knapp.

The Governor and President Knapp 
participated in the annual initiation 
exercises of Scabbard and Blade, 
national honorary fraternity, Friday 


night. They are both honorary mem¬ 
bers of this organization, the Gover¬ 
nor having been taken into the Au¬ 
burn chapter last spring. 

The initiation was held on a high 
hill in the vicinity of Auburn. Mem¬ 
bers of the organization, including 
the Governor and Dr. Knapp, traveled 
to the scene of initiation on horse¬ 
back and camped for the night. They 
had a breakfast in genuine army style 
before returning to Auburn Saturday 
morning. 

Eminent Career 

ENERAL BULLARD’S climb to 
success is filled with incidents 
which reveal the character of the 
man. He was a shy schoolboy who 
took his school work seriously. It 
is said that he rode a mule or walked 
to Auburn from his brother’s farm 
three and one-half miles out on the 
Opelika road. During his senior year 
at college he stood the examination 
for admittance to West Point Mili¬ 
tary Academy, and received the ap¬ 
pointment. Since that time he has 
been an active soldier. He wrote 
the famous message at the opening 
of the second battle of the Marne, 
July, 1918, which marked the turning 
point of the war, and which conclud¬ 
ed with these words: “We are going 
to counter-attack.” 

General Robert L. Bullard was 
born in Youngsboro, Ala., on January 
15, 1861. He was the son of Daniel 
and Susan (Mizel) Bullard. His 
father was a well-to-do plantation

Some¬ 
how I cannot let my mind linger 
upon the Alabama Polytechnic Insti¬ 
tute in a selfish way; I cannot desire 
for it any history or any opportunity 
except such as may contribute meas¬ 
urably and in an important way to 
the constructive efforts of the peo¬ 
ple of this whole section and partic¬ 
ularly Alabama. 

Governments—state, local and na¬ 
tional—are going through some ra¬ 
ther difficult experiences in the next 
decade, difficult because the burdens 
of government have shifted. There 
needs to be an equalization. There 
needs to be a new alignment which 
will bring every citizen into the fi¬ 
nancial support of the government. 
One of the tasks of an educational 
institution is to train and create the 
minds which will study these tre¬ 
mendously important economic prob¬ 
lems. How shall we build strong, in¬ 
telligent, resourceful agriculture? 
How shall we maintain industries 
which may experience the least pos¬ 
sible interruption of a reasonable de¬ 
gree of prosperity? How may we 
guarantee to the laboring man a fair 
return for his labor and to capital 
only that which is fair for the use 
of its money? 

The great field of economics deals 
with every phase of these important 
developments and then chemistry and 
agriculture and engineering and in¬ 
dustry play an increasingly important 
part in these developments. These 
are the lines along which Auburn is 
specializing and through her intimate 
studies of these problems as well as 
the contribution of her trained men 
and women, I cannot help but look 
forward to making Auburn worth its 
weight in gold to the people whom 
she should serve. But even beyond 
that, Auburn must also hold up the 
fine moral, spiritual, and cultural 
side of life and her men and women 
must increasingly contribute to that 
side as well. Too often men are apt 
to set the practical or scientific man 
over on one side and the cultural, 


moral, and spiritual men over on the 
other side. There are actually men 
in America today who do not believe 
that a man can be cultured who deals 
with practical problems. The world 
is recognizing more and more, how¬ 
ever, that culture is exemplified in 
action, that a man’s worth is measur¬ 
ed by his contribution to the increase 
of happiness in the world. That hap¬ 
piness is the product largely of the 
solution of these difficult problems 
in human relations which are so 
manifest. 

If what I have said before is true, 
then every Auburn man and woman 
ought to be fortified in his or her 
loyalty and devotion to the institu¬ 
tion. I hope your loyalty visualizes 
your Alma Mater not as a fixed ideal, 
but more as a moving spirit. 

IBuilding ‘Trograrru 
E HAVE COME to the end of 
our building program far short 
of what we need. With only one- 
third of the $750,000.00 appropriated 
by the legislature paid over to us in 
cash and another one-sixth assured so 
that we may reasonably expect the 
cash and with only hope of another 
one-third, we had to abandon the con¬ 
struction of a number of buildings 
which are so sorely needed that it is 
almost discouraging to contemplate a 
series of years without them. The 
Administration Building and the Aud¬ 
itorium, which would have added 
greatly, not alone to office space but 
to classrooms and, above all, would 
have furnished at least one meeting 
place where more than half the stu¬ 
dent body could get together, seem at 
this writing to be impossibilities un¬ 
der the present program. A library— 
both books and buildings—is sorely 
needed. We have a large and im¬ 
portant department housed in a mere 
shed and still have professors without 
offices. We feel that we have come 
a long way in the last two years and 
a half in trying to bring the physical 
condition of the institution forward. 
We are much better equipped now in 
many important lines than we were 
two years ago. The trouble is we 
had so far to go. When I look at 
the long distance to go yet, I some¬ 
times think we have not done very 
much. But I am satisfied that what 
we have done has been done in a 
permanent, substantial way. We have 
builded well. 


Equally as important has been the 
increase in personnel of the institu¬ 
tion. The quality of men who have 
been added to the staff, the improve¬ 
ment of the course of study, the 
seriousness with which both students 
and faculty are regarding their real 
work, make me feel that we have 
made good progress along these lines 
as well. 

football 

HE FOOTBALL season is about 
over and, unless we win on 
Thanksgiving, another season will go 
down without winning a Conference 
game. I am glad, however, that there 
comes to me from every source a 
sense of loyal support and fine ap¬ 
preciation of the work which has been 
done thus far. I feel that the coach¬ 
ing staff has at last obtained what 
is necessary: namely, the loyal, cou¬ 
rageous support of the team, the stu¬ 
dent body, the alumni, and the friends 
of this institution. The coaching staff 
has set a wonderful example for the 
rest of the teaching force on the 
campus—the example of keen instruc¬ 
tion, of the use of psychology, and 
earnest, hard work. 

It seems amazing that these boys 
could have gone so far and learned 
so much in these few brief weeks. 
They deserve a lot of credit and their 
work ought to be a fine inspiration 
to the student body. Chet Wynne 
and his colleagues have convinced the 
boys that they know what they are 
talking about. In other words,, these 
teachers know their “stuff”. That 
was and is important. With a fine 
freshman team coming on, if we can 
only hold our own and see that these 
freshmen boys qualify themselves in 
scholarship, the next year’s work 
ought to be easier and much more 
hopeful.

W E HAVE strengthened the staff 
further by the employment of 
Sam McAllister as an assistant coach, 
he being an accomplished coach in 
basket ball, baseball, and football— 
a combination man who will fill an 
important place in our organization. 
Until Auburn can build a stadium and 
get a team which attracts crowds and 
make these games pay real money, 
every friend of this institution must

M ORE THAN 200 Auburn 
alumni all over Alabama 
have taken out insuran.ee 
under the Scholarship Policy Plan 
whereby the Association is benefit¬ 
ing from the terms of the policies. 
Officials of the All States Life In¬ 
surance Company, which firm has 
issued the policies, are gratified at 
the great response to this plan by 
Auburn men. 

The benefit is not only an excellent 
type of life insurance for the alum¬ 
nus, but it also means the establish¬ 
ing of a scholarship fund for the 
Alumni Association. 

Alumni President J. Haygood Pat¬ 
erson ’05 of Montgomery, states that 
Auburn men are giving a typical dis¬ 
play of the “Old Auburn Spirit” in 
their support of the insurance plan. 
He commends its consideration to 
every alumnus who still has the in¬ 
terests of Auburn at heart. 

Convincing proof of the soundness 
of the plan is presented on page 9 
where unqualified approval is given 
by one of the most reliable rating 
companies in the United States. 

A Peep into Its Interior 

In this movement Auburn has 
pointed the way. Five other edu¬ 
cational institutions have now adopt¬ 
ed the policy. In addition, universi¬ 
ties and colleges in many other states 
are considering the plan. Two North¬ 
ern universities have expressed inter¬ 
est in it and within the next few 
weeks notable additions will be made 
to the insurance company’s list of in¬ 
stitutions using this specially design¬ 
ed contract. 

Auburn Alumni who are mathe¬ 
matically minded may enjoy taking a 
peep into the method of construction 
and may be entertained by seeing the 
framework and girders that lie con¬ 
cealed beneath the pleasing exterior 
of the structure. The policy form it¬ 
self lithographed in A. P. I. colors 
and provides special machinery for 
the participation of the Alumni Asso¬ 
ciation in the proceeds of the insur¬ 
ance and its benefits are set out in 
figures which have been computed 
with minutest attention to precise de¬ 
tail. 


Insurance engineers, so to speak, 
are known as actuaries and make use 
of a terminology of their own. Com¬ 
mutation columns take the place of 
watts and amperes; “d’s” and “Ts” 
with “c’s” and ‘Vs” are linked up 
with “x’s” representing variables for 
the ages under consideration in a 
special sort of convergent series 
whose feet are frequently rooted in 
the sound but intricate mazes of the 
calculus of finite rather than of in¬ 
finite differences. 

The formula for the calculation of 
the Twenty Pay Scholarship Policy 
is as follows: 



In this formula the premium or 
payment side provides for the pay¬ 
ment of premiums during twenty 
years actuarially accumulated and 
these premiums are made equal to an 
insurance for life plus a series of 
endowments representing through the 
first five years the coupon payments 
that come to Auburn and separately 
during the fifteen years that follow, 
a second series in reduced amount. 
All dividends arising under the pol¬ 
icies are to be paid in addition to 
these endowments named in the cou¬ 
pons. 

Alumni may, if they wish, cover 
the coupon payments by a policy loan 
executed direct with the company and 
take advantage of any one of the op¬ 
tions in the policy, leaving the addi¬ 
tional dividends to reduce or in time 
entirely pay off this small policy loan. 
The effect of this would be to make 
any option in the policy available so 
that it could become paid up in cash 
at a comparatively early age or paid 
up insurance additions might be en¬ 
joyed, etc., as set out at the bottom 
of the first page of the policy itself. 
This view of the plan shows very 
clearly its great liberality. 

The insurance company has report¬ 


ed many inspiring evidences of the 
loyalty Auburn alumni cherish for 
their Alma Mater. In an earlier is¬ 
sue of The Alumnus mention has 
been made of the payment of the 
entire premium to Auburn by a mem¬ 
ber of the Association whose physi¬ 
cal condition at this time prevented 
participation in the insurance plan. 
Many of the hundreds of applications 
that have been received represent a 
real personal sacrifice cheerfully 
made, but unlike other scholarship 
plans, in this particular movement, 
no alumnus can contribute to Au¬ 
burn nearly as much as is received 
by himself and the beneficiary of his 
policy. The plan involves a division 
of profits with Auburn, so to speak, 
while the insurance itself goes in full 
to the alumnus, his wife, or other 
named beneficiary. 

As pointed out in the announce¬ 
ment made by the University of the 
South in adopting this plan, insurance 
schemes for educational institutions 
have hitherto provided either endow¬ 
ments payable after a period of years 
or life insurance payable at death. 
Dividend plans involve an uncertain 
amount, the first returns of which 
may be received only at the end of 
the first or second year. The ad¬ 
vantage of the alumni plan in com¬ 
parison with such other plans is evi¬ 
dent, as the insurance company can, 
under the terms of the policy, ad¬ 
vance immediately the cash values 
of the endowments represented by the 
first year’s coupons without waiting 
even for the end of the first year. 

Thus the Scholarship Committee 
comes into possession of returns at 
the rate of from $14.00 to $15.00 a 
year during the first five years. Un¬ 
der ordinary dividends, the returns 
of the first or second year would 
probably be about one-half as much. 

If $100,000 of insurance were tak¬ 
en out under the alumni plan it 
would provide an income to the Schol¬ 
arship Committee of from $1,400 to 
$1,500 per year for five years and 
from $300 to $400 per year during 
the succeeding fifteen years. These 
payments would represent about one- 
half of the entire dividends receivable 
under such a policy. The alumni as¬ 
sociation could additionally receive 
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these other dividends, if that were the 
wish of the insured alumnus. 

Under regular dividend plans, the 
$100,000 policy would yield some¬ 
thing like $700 to the Alumni Asso¬ 
ciation, beginning at the end of the 
first or second year and increasing 
gradually from that point on, but the 
immediate and early returns would 
be probably not so much as one-half 
of those received under the alumni 
plan. 

The present needs of the Scholar¬ 
ship Committee are well served by the 
plan adopted by the Association and 
the wide-spread endorsement of the 
plan being received from other insti¬ 
tutions of learning throughout the 
country tends to prove conclusively 
the accuracy with which it meets the 
needs of the situation wherever such 
a plan can be put in force.

Reference is made to your letter of August 29th, in which you request an opinion on the 
Twenty Payment Life Reverse Coupon Policy issued by All State Life Insurance Company. 

The policy in question is a regular Twenty Payment Life form, and the premium basis is 
the same as for the usual forms. However, the rate includes an extra charge to enable the company 
to return, in the form of cash, a certain endowment to any person designated by the insured. To 
make this clearer, the All States Life Insurance Company recently prepared a new scholarship fund 
policy for the Alumni Association of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, enabling that association to 
raise sufficient money to extend the college’s scholarship plan. To the regular Twenty Payment Life 
policy are attached twenty sight drafts. These drafts, which are made available by slightly extra 
premium, provide for the payment of from $14 to $15 per year for the first five years, and from 
$3 to $4 per year for the next fifteen years, and at the time of application the insured assigns these 
drafts to the Alumni Scholarship Fund. The policy is fully participating and surplus earnings will 
also be paid in addition to the sight drafts. Each alumnus may also, at his option, assign to the Alumni 
Association, in addition to the sight drafts, all dividends that may be paid. 

The proceeds of the policy, that is, the face amount, are made payable to a regular named 
beneficiary, and only the dividends and drafts are assigned and paid to the Alumni Association. 
No medical examination is required on this form of policy up to age 44 for amounts of insurance up 
to $2,500. Above age 45 and for amounts of insurance of more than $2,500, a medical examination 
is necessary. 

This is an unique application of an old idea. For many years companies have been writing 
policies on the endowment form to endow universities, etc., with funds for various purposes, including 
scholarships. However, in most cases these payments are not made until the maturity of the con¬ 
tract. In other cases, regular life policies are made payable to colleges and universities upon the death 
of the donor. The reverse coupon policy of All States Life Insurance Company has the advantage 
of providing the Alumni Association with a specified annual income. Thus, the association knows in 
advance how much money will be available during a given year for scholarship purposes. 

It is an excellent plan, serves a worthy cause, and we highly recommend it.

portrait is presented by the students 
in Engineering as a token of love 
and appreciation for his long and dis¬ 
tinguished leadership in Engineer¬ 
ing.” 

Came to Auburn in 1888 

Dean Wilmore arrived in Auburn 
in 1888 following graduation from 
Purdue University to become assis¬ 
tant instructor of mechanic arts. He 
was promoted regularly and was made 
dean of engineering in 1907. 

Auburn has doubled her facilities 
and curriculum many times since 
Dean Wilmore came. He found only 
one department of engineering— the 
civil engineering department—and it 
was housed in a barn and woodshed. 
A course in mechanic arts was given 
but it did not lead to a degree. Today 
degree courses are given in civil, 
electrical, highway, and mechanical 
engineering under Dean Wilmore 
and degree courses in chemical, archi¬ 
tectural, and textile engineering 
are offered in other schools. 

Today there are two large en¬ 
gineering buildings—B r o u n and 
Ramsay Halls—in addition to the 
Ross Chemical Laboratory, where 
chemical engineering is taught, the

I NTERESTING news for the 
“Civils” is contained in the fol¬ 
lowing letters from some of the 
young engineers which make up Prof. 
John A. C. Callan’s “Round-Robin” 
this year. The “Round-Robin” idea 
was originated by Professor Callan in 
1923. The various “Civils” write 
giving information about their pre¬ 
sent positions and Professor Callan 
has all the letters mimeographed and 
sent to the others. 

V. L. Taylor assisted Professor 
Callan in handling the “Round- 
Robin” this year. Lack of space has 
necessitated certain deletions from 
some of the original letters, but here 
they are brim full of first-hand 
“civil” information: 

From V. L. Taylor, Devil’s Lake, 
N. D. 

After campaigning several weeks 
for a job, the North Dakota High¬ 
way Department crashed through 
with only a telegram telling me to 
“report to Bismark at once”. To 
be frank, I had not the remotest 
idea where it was or what I was to 
do. Four days later I was in Bis¬ 
mark. After two weeks there observ¬ 
ing and working in the testing labor¬ 
atory, I was sent out here to Devil’s 
Lake as a Bridge Inspector which 
position I am still holding. I am 
sorry to relate that the bridge is just 
about finished—that leaves me to be 
shifted again, probably. However, 
my address will be the same until 
further notice. 

From John A. C. Callan, Professor of 
Civil Engineering 

Mr. Taylor has asked me to add 
something to the “round robin” and 
I am happy to respond. I am very 
glad that we have been able to get 
these letters together. I am hoping 
that the class will respond better to 
Mr. Taylor’s efforts next year. I 
was also much surprised to learn of 
Mr. Taylor being located in Dakota 
as I had just sent a wire to United 
Fruit Company at Boston, Mass., 
recommending him for work in Cen¬ 
tral America. I had also sent a 
wire on behalf of Mr. Blankenship 
but never did hear from him. The 
same was true of Mr. Bryant for 
whom I sent a recommendation to 
Prof. Richey of Texas A. and M. I 
heard later that he was to go to 
Central America or M. I. T. 

We have a registration at the col¬ 
lege which is somewhat larger than 
that of last year. We have about 


the same number of freshman C. E.’s 
as last year—around 20. This is 
good considering the quietude exist¬ 
ing in the construction field at the 
present time. We have a full quota 
of seniors numbering about 25. There 
are 30 in the concrete class. Most of 
them have registered in Option A., 
only 4 going to Option B. There will 
be lots of Graphical Charts. 

My best wishes to you all and I 
shall be glad to hear from any of 
you at any time.

Two 
are used for sleeping quarters and one 
for an office. We get our meals on 
the dredge. All the boarding house 
lessons I got in “reaching” at Auburn 
are greatly appreciated here and are 
used very extensively three times 
each day.

S UCCESS CAME as the result of pertinacity, ambition, and faith in self. 

Walter E. Henley was born in Birmingham, Alabama, January 30, 
1877. He attended the grade schools of that city and the high school. 

From Birmingham he came to Auburn in 1892, attending two years, 
then went back to Birmingham. He became associated with the Birming¬ 
ham Trust and Savings Bank there in 1897 and stuck to his job. In 1925 
he was made president of that institution. 

A good man rises by his own initiative and momentum. Mr. Henley 
came into demand. He is president of the Little Cahaba Coal Co., the 
Blocton Cahaba Coal Co., and his own, the Henley Co. He is president 
of the Community Chest of Birmingham and was a member of the National 
Coal Commission in 1918.

From D. C. Summerford, Eutaw, 
Ala. 

Well, as to what I have been doing: 
On June 30 I went over to Atlanta 
to begin work for the American Tel. 
& Tel. Co., long lines dept. After a 
two weeks course in company organi¬ 
zation and traffic work, they sent 
us on to the construction department. 

One Saturday afternoon they gave 
me a R. R. ticket to York, Ala., which 
is near Meridian, Miss—stayed there 
three weeks and have been here one. 
I have done a little of everything 
since I have been out here—climbed 
poles, skinned mules, carried water, 
unreeled wire, sagged wire to get 
proper tension, carried sky hooks, 
insulator wrenches and what have 
you. I was about to forget digging 
pole holes and handing up cross arms. 
When you dig a 7-foot hole in hard- 
pan on rock you have done plenty. 
Worked all day Saturday on a hole 


and got it four feet deep. Then 
hoisted up to a man on a pole 4x4 
—10 ft.—crossarms with insulators 
and braces filled with a few gallons 
of creosote. The crossarms don’t 
weigh much but when you carry and 
stick them up to a man on the pole 
all day you get tired. It’s not so bad 
after all and will go into testboard 
work in about another month. 

Inspected one of the toll bridges 
here at Epes across the Tombigbee 
river. It is peculiar in design in that 
the main span is a through truss 
(curved chord Pratt) and some of 
the others are deck spans (Pratt) 
and the approaches are I-beam string¬ 
ers on piling. 

J. K. Smith is here in Eutaw. Have 
seen Auburn men everywhere I have 
been so far. There are several here 
now. Have a Georgia man for gang 
clerk. 

From J. L. Wilson. 

I have just returned to the hub 
of the universe (Sheffield) from 
Fitler, Miss. I worked for the gov¬ 
ernment for two months in Fitler 
as inspector on levee construction. 
Fitler is some place. If you are ever 
in Mississippi don’t fail to visit Fitler. 
The two stores and the Post Office 
are a marvel beyond reproach. It 
was just forty miles from said place 
to nearest town of any size. It surely 
was a good place to save money. 
But as I have always been such a 
spendthrift it was difficult for me 
to see money pile up. We were quite 
fortunate in having three Auburn 
boys on this job, Irby and Neil Suf- 
fich besides myself. 

We just worked twelve hours a day, 
and seven days a week on this job. 
Part of the time we would have to 
walk six miles a day to our meals. 
Then we were ready for a general 
day’s work. The worst thing of all 
was to part with that bed at four- 
forty-five in the morning. I finally 
got used to it, but I might say I 
never liked it. 

I took a Civil Service Exam, last 
spring at school, and happened to 
pass. So while I was in Mississippi 
I was offered this job with the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission in Wash¬ 
ington. 

I am to report in Washington on 
the sixteenth. My address for a 
while will be 1707 Mass. Avenue. I 
hope you will put all the boys’ ad¬ 
dresses in the round robin, so we will 
be able to get in touch with each 
other.

McAllister Appointed Baseball-Basket Ball Coach 



coach sam McAllister 


S AM McALLISTER, head coach 
of football, basket ball, and 
baseball at St. Viator College, 
Bourbonnais, Ill., has been appointed 
assistant football and head basket ball 
and baseball coach at Auburn, re¬ 
porting to his new duties here De¬ 
cember 1. 

The addition of McAllister to Au¬ 
burn’s coaching staff gives the Plains¬ 
men seven mentors who were out¬ 
standing athletes during their col¬ 
legiate careers. Chet Wynne, Roger 
Kiley and Jack Cannon received All- 
American recognition while playing 
at Notre Dame; Earl McFaden and 
Weems Baskin were selected as the 
best in the Southern Conference; 
Wilbur Hutsell was a brilliant track 
luminary at the University of Mis¬ 
souri; and the latest member of the 
corps ranked high in three sports at 
St. Viator. 

Had Good Coaching 

McAllister lives at Oak Park, Ill., 
but attended prep school at St. Mary 
College Academy, St. Mary, Kansas, 
and received one year of college 
training there at St. Mary College. 
After his plebe year at St. Mary, he 
entered St. Viator and graduated in 
1926. 


While in prep school, he was coach¬ 
ed by O’Rourke of Holy Cross for two 
years, and his final year was tutored 
by Conway of the same college. These 
two mentors successfully prepared 
him for a brilliant college career. 

Triple Threat Man 

Entering St. Viator in 1923, McAl¬ 
lister starred in the trio of sports 
that he is going to coach at Auburn. 
He played tackle on the gridiron, 
guard on the hardwood five, and was 
an outfielder and pitcher on the base¬ 
ball team. He was a triple threat in 
football because he kicked and pass¬ 
ed with unerring accuracy and was 
fast and fancy enough to be chosen 
one of the best in the Little Nineteen 
Conference, of which St. Viator is a 
member, his junior and senior years. 
He was aided with an ideal physique, 
being over six feet tall and tipping 
the scales at 190. 

His coaches at St. Viator were 
Ralph Glaze and Jack Crangle, former 
Dartmouth and Illinois luminaries. 
Crangle was. selected as All-Western 
fullback while sparkling under Zupp- 
ke. 

Coaches at Alma Mater 

An honor was accorded McAllister 
in the Summer of 1926 that falls to 
very few athletes, regardless of their 
playing ability. He was selected head 
coach at St. Viator upon his gradua¬ 
tion, succeeding Crangle, who had re¬ 
signed to accept the post as back-

field coach at the University of Mis¬ 
souri. 

Since assuming the duties as head 
coach at his Alma Mater, he has made 
remarkably fine records, especially 
in basket ball and baseball. His teams 
in one of these two sports have either 
been champions or runners-up in the 
intercollegiate race in Illinois. 

Teams Make Good Records 

The four years that he has been 
coaching baseball at the Viatorian in¬ 
stitution, his teams have won 46 and 
lost only 18 games, while McAllister- 
coached cage teams, over the same 
period, have a slightly better record, 
annexing 51 games and losing 19. His 
baseball team won the Illinois pen¬ 
nant in 1927 and 1928, and his cage 
five did likewise in 1927. His pro¬ 
teges were runners-up for the bas¬ 
ket ball title in 1929 and 1930.

F LYING in the Goodyear blimp 
Defender above the Internation¬ 
al Yacht Races off Newport in Sep¬ 
tember, Paul Brake ’30 was one of 
the technical staff with the Bell Tel¬ 
ephone Laboratories to report by 
radio-telephone the progress of the 
American cup defender Enterprise 
and Sir Thomas Lipton’s yacht Sham¬ 
rock V. Only a few months before 
this thrilling experience, young Mr. 
Brake received his degree in elect¬ 
rical engineering at Auburn. 

A current issue of the Bell Labor¬ 
atories Record carries an account of 
this marvelous communication feat 
under the caption “Blimp Describes 
Cup Races over Two-Way Equip- 
ment”: 

“Flying above the International

and Sir Thomas Lipton’s yacht Sham¬ 
rock V, the Goodyear blimp Defender 
reported the progress of the races 
through standard two-way radio¬ 
telephone equipment installed by Lab- 


ELECTROLYSIS LARGE FACTOR 
IN PITTING OF WATER WHEELS 

At the end of two years of work, 
Prof. C. R. Hixon of the school of 
engineering announces that encourag¬ 
ing results have been obtained in an 
experiment to determine whether or 
not electrolysis is responsible for pit¬ 
ting of water wheels, centrifugal 
pumps, and ship propellers. 

He has found that there is almost 
no pitting where electrolysis is pre¬ 
vented, and he has succeeded in pre¬ 
venting electrolysis by using a device 
for grounding the current generated 
by water wheels in motion. In other 
experiments where the generated cur¬ 
rent is not grounded much pitting oc¬ 
curred. 

Before starting the experiment, 
Professor Hixon investigated pitting 
and found it to be causing heavy loss¬ 
es to power companies, shipping com¬ 
panies, and those operating centrifu¬ 
gal pumps. Water wheels, for ex¬ 
ample, must be mended about every 
three years, and mending is very ex¬ 
pensive. Professor Hixon said that 
this is one of several projects being 
conducted by the engineering experi¬ 
ment station, of which Dean John J. 
Wilmore, of the school of engineer¬ 
ing, is director. 


oratories engineers. The apparatus 
which consists of an 8-A Radio Trans¬ 
mitter and 9-B Radio Receiver, with 
battery and dynamotor power supply, 
was installed at the Navy hanger at 
Lakehurst. 

“The equipment is portable, re¬ 
quiring twenty minutes to install and 
ten minutes to take out. A trailing 
wire antenna was used. Those in 
charge of the work consisted of D. B. 
McKey, F. C. Ward, Paul Brake, and 
W. A. Funda. During the latter 
part of August Mr. McKey with Cap¬ 
tain A. R. Brooks journeyed to Akron 
to inspect the blimp previous to the 
installation of the two-way equip¬ 
ment.” 

Mr. Brake came to Auburn with 
his mother from Hartselle. He spent 
four years in Auburn while he was 
a student, during which he made 
a splendid record. The professors 
under whom he had work were im¬ 
pressed with his alertness and also 
with his ability and energy.

About 225 sheets 
for Lee County. It took me five 
weeks to do that. It has been so hot 
down here everyone is pretty nearly 
roasted. We’re all hoping for an 
early fall. 

From “Blank”, Box 277, Ambridge, 
Pa. 

I was certainly glad to get your 
card yesterday. It took several days 
longer to reach me, since it had to 
“backtrack” for seven hundred miles. 

You mentioned something about 
being in a civilized state, but I want 
to straighten you out on that point. 

I admit that I am on the extreme, 
but Ambridge is the most “foreign” 
town in the U. S. But you may be 
wondering how and why I am here. 
That is a rather lengthy tale. The day 
before school was out I sent the Pa. 
Highway a wire to inform them that 
I was ready to go to work. Well, 
I waited five days and didn’t hear 
a word from them; then on Friday 
following graduation (had remained 
in Auburn to finish some plates for 
—) I received an offer from The 
American Bridge at $130 per month, 
which requested my decision by re¬ 
turn mail. 

I left for Charlotte the next morn¬ 
ing, decided to wait and wire them 
on Monday night if I had not heard 
from the Highway. I hadn’t heard 
so I sent a wire. The next morning 
the Bridge Company wired me to re¬ 
port July 7, and that evening the 
Highway wired me to report June 2. 
I came up on June 2, intending to 
keep the Highway job if I liked it 
and resign from the other, and if I 
didn’t like it, vice versa. 


I stuck it out for five weeks, but 
many disinterested parties advised 
me to come up to Ambridge if I 
could. I did that. 

I was making $140 per month but 
I decided I could get a highway job 
most anytime, while if I refused to 
take this place with the Bridge Com¬ 
pany (which is the best structural 
steel company in the country) I 
might never have another oppor¬ 
tunity. And I figured I needed sever¬ 
al year’s experience in this kind of 
work, for, as you know, I have hopes 
of becoming a contractor in eight or 
ten years. 

V. L., I had a fine opportunity as 
far as highway work is concerned. 
My next job, which would have open¬ 
ed next week, was a ninety foot steel 
bridge, a six hundred foot tunnel, 
and two miles of pavement, with a 
132 foot cut on it. It just killed me 
not to stay, but I couldn’t see it. I 
had made a hit with my boss, who 
built the road at Tuskegee, Alabama; 
he wanted me to stay. He had charge 
of three jobs and came around about 
twice per week. 

This month I’ve been in a very 
intensive training course in the design 
of office buildings, mill buildings, and 
bridges. The hardest thing to learn 
is the “code” between shop and draft¬ 
ing room. I always put too much in.
